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Japan Controls Prices 


‘Too much importance should not be attached 
fo the report appearing in another column, 
regarding the inerease in prices in Japan and 
the methods by which it is hoped ‘to control 
them. The voluntary system at first evolved is 
reported to have proved a failure, and a scheme 
for compulsory control is to take its place, Such 
steps are inevitable in conditions such as have 
arisen in Japan since the outbreak of hostilities 
in China, and are not occasioned by any fear of 
the effect of the continuance of warfare or any 
‘anxiety coneerning public opinion in Japan 
regarding the matter. It may come as a revel 
ton to those, who fancy they find some weaken- 
Ing of public opinion in Japan regarding the 
prolongation of military operations in China, 
nd all the cost that it involves, to learn that 
the determination to prosecute them to a 
successful conclusion is just as strong now as 
it was nine months ago, and that despite the 
fact that the Chinese have succeeded in offering 
‘a resistance throughout that period completel 
at variance with Japanese expectations.

Food Conservancy 


Not the least important of the references to 
Britain's ‘national position made in the budget 
presented to the House of Commons on Tuesday 

‘Sir John Simon, Chancellor of the Exche- 
Quer, is the statement that the Government has 
Scted in regard to the question of food sup. 
piles. Sir John Simon said the Government 
Fecided early this year to buy sufficient sup- 
plies of wheat, whale ol and sugar to ensure 
That stocks would be maintained at a sufficient 
fevel for the eivil population during the early 
months of an emergency. These purchases, he 
added, had been made in conditions of utmost 
Secrecy in order 10 prevent increased prices on 
the ‘knowledge that the Government was in 
the matket. There will be no criticism of this 
fection on the part of the Government for it 
fhas long been known that in the event of an- 
other emergency Britain's food supplies are so 
{imited that ‘within two months the country 
would be on a starvation basis unless a con- 
tiderable portion of the fleet were detached for 
fonvey duty and foreign supplies were avail- 
fble. ‘it has been suggested by a careful hus- 
Bonding of resources and a more scientific 
Ulllization of storage facilities it Is possible to 
accumulate suflicient supplies of the more 
essential commodities for six months, which 
‘would prevent shortage and enable 2 more or 








Jess normal supply system from abrosd to be 
‘developed in conjunction with Britain's defenco 
needs. This provision will prevent the excesses 
suffered during the Great War when the strict 
eat degree of rationing had to be introduced to 
control food supplies, but in the early stages 
of the War there was great distress. Sir John’ 
Stalement, however, merely touches the fringe 
‘of the problem of feeding the nation during 
‘4 war, although it is a sound piece of insurance, 
Corelated with this is the development of 
domestic agriculture, a cause of much misgiving 
in recent years owing to the slight Snancial 
support provided by the Government, according 
to some observers. Another equally’ important 
question refers to British shipping. It is pointed. 
‘out that there has been a great increase in. 
‘competition from foreign shipping companies 
increasing the dependence of transport on non- 
British lines to the detriment of British com- 
panies. Admiral Sir Henry Bruce, writing 10 
the “Daily Telegraph,” draws attention to this 
situation but observes that coastwise shipping 
is improving and sus ‘that even greater 
encouragement should be given to British ship- 
ping “at a time when Britain requires. to 
Strengthen her mercantile marine against the 
@ay when we shall be dependent on it for our 
food supplies, materials of war and movement 
of troops.” 


Oldest Paddle Steamer 


‘The brief report appearing in the. “North 
China Daily News" on ‘Thursday regarding 
the sale to shipbreakers of the London 
paddle steamer Premier, which was built 
$2 years ago and has been an excur- 
sion steamer for 85 years, has produced several 
fenguiries for the history of this unusual vessel, 
Nowadays steamer is given a life of about 30 
years, but this veteran has served thrice this 
period, She was the oldest of the fleet of 
pleasure steamers operated on the South Coast 
of England—where between Brighton and 
hip is hardly middle-aged until 
passed the half century. Her owners 
Cosens and Co,, and she was built 
‘on the Clyde by William Denny and Brothers, 
of Dumbarton. As long ago as_ 1878, she was 
re-engined by John Penn and Sons of Green- 
wich, who installed “oscillating” engines, a type 
perpetuated only in two other paddle steamers 
operated by: the same company. People who: 
followed her long existence regretted that she 
was not allowed another few years in order to 
complete her centen vessel had a 
collision with a submarine off Portland a few 
years ago with more serious effect on her iron 
hhull than was at first believed. Therefore, after 
rrying_ 2,000,000 excursionisto, 
sent to the shipbreakers to ond her remarkable 
career. The Premier, however, is not the only 
distinguished veteran’ The same company owns 
the Monarch, built at Blackwall, on the Thames, 
in 1888, and maintaining a regular service in 
the same trade, but talking of mercantile Ton- 
gevity, st is stated that the palm goes to the 
4-ton Swedish powered schooner Lisa, built at 
Troense, Denmark, in 1799, and still going 
strong.

‘The peculiar mentality 
‘of the Soviet Government as demonstrated in 
Nis variqus state trials leaves little hope that 
these new prisoners will receive any different 
treatment than those others who have preceded 
them to the wall and the firing squad, and unless:

heart, these men have already had their fect 
set upon that dreary path which has but one 
destination, ‘They will undoubtedly be sub- 
jected to the treatment under which the courage 
Of others has succumbed, and it remains to be 
Seen whether the fortitude with which they have 
met persecution in the past, and the inspiration 
Which they must derive from their faith will be 
able to fortify them against the system which

ponsibility. One suggestion made prior to the 
presentation of the budget, was the possibility 
of raising revenue from football pools which 
hhave reached colossal proportions in England 
and, incidentally, assist the country through 
the Increased amount of postal orders, pur= 
chased and sent Shrough " the post. No re- 
ference is made in the budget to such a 
revenue source, but it might well be worth 
the consideration for it might well be argued 
that football pools are a form of profitable 
entertainment although there is doubt whether 
they are based on skill or luck. It has been 
suggested that a levy should be imposed on 
these pools and as the Chaneellor recently 
expressed the view that as promoters arc 
iable to. income tax on their profits there is no 
reason for any differentiation against them. 
Sir Samuel Hoare, the Home Secretary, on the

Complete confidence In’ the ability:

‘TIMMINS, 
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THE WHANGPOO RIVER 
April 27, 

On April 11 of this year this journal had| 
occasion to draw attention to the condition| 
of the harbour arising out of the failure to| 
continue conservancy work since the outbreak 
of hostilities. It was pointed out that owing] 
to this neglect the river was silting in some| 
places and scouring in others with all the dis-| 
advantages attendant upon such uncontrolled 
rocesses, and the hope was expressed that| 
the Japanese, who have now control of all the| 
machinery of the Whangpoo Conservancy| 
Board, would see their way clear to permit 
resumption of work so vital to the best in- 
terests of this port. It has since been learned! 
that negotiations have been proceeding in the| 
matter, but up to the present no statement! 
has been issued concerning any decision 
which may have been reached. Point iz] 
now added to the leading article in question| 
by a statement made by Mr. K. M. Fetterly, 
agent for the Canadian Pacific Steamships| 
Ltd, to a contemporary to the effect that the! 
company's vessels would call at Shanghal as 
long as harbour conditions make it possible. 
Mr. Fetterly is reported to have said, how- 
ever, that the present silting of the Whangpoo| 
River and the Fairy Flats were already creat-| 
ing difficult problems for the operators of 
these liners. ‘The Empress of Japan could 
no longer be berthed at a Pootung wharf, and| 
it Is becoming increasingly difficult to bring| 
these vessels up river and manceuvre them 
against a wharf with reasonable safety from| 
grounding. That is the result of approximate-| 
ly eight-and-a-half months inattention to| 
this river, and the question naturally arises| 
‘as to what will be its condition if the present! 
state of inaction is allowed to continue many’ 
months more. It must be pointed out that} 
deterioration in a case such as this proceeds| 
with the rate of a geometric progression, and 
that in another six months the condition of| 
the river may be in a much more appalling] 
state than can be estimated merely in terms 
‘of time, It is consequently most strongly’ 
emphasized that the sooner steps are taken to| 
remedy matters, the easier will be the work, 
and the quicker will present anxieties be 
dispelled. 

In its previous comment on the subject this 
journal omitted to refer to the manner in| 
which foreign interests were being disregarded| 
in this matter, by the seizure and retention in| 
idleness of the plant of the Whangpoo Con- 
servancy Board. On April 9, 1912, an' 
agreement was arrived at between the Peking! 
Government and the Ministers of the Treaty’ 
Powers providing for the formation of the} 











| Whangpoo Conservancy Board of Adminis~ 


tration, and also a Consultative Board. Ac- 
cording to John V. A. MacMurray's compila~ 
tion the Board of Administration was to con~ 
sist of the Shanghai Taotai—later changed! 
to the Commissioner for Foreign Affairs—the| 
Shanghai Customs Commissioner and the] 
Coast Inspector—subsequently changed to the: 
Harbour Master. ‘The Consultative Board w: 

to be comprised of the followin, 

(a) Eive members appointed as follows: ‘The 

several Ministers at Peking of the five] 
nations having the largest tonnage enter- 
ing and clearing at Shanghai, shail each 
determine at hig diserotion the means by 
which one member of his nationality shall 
be selected, and the Consuls-General at 
Shonghal shall. notify the Conservancy 
Board of the selection made and of any 
subsequent changes, 

() One member appointed by the Chinese 

Chamber of Commerce. 

‘Towards the financing of the scheme the 
“several Chambers of Commerce and Associa 
tions representing the Commercial interests] 
of Shanghai” agreed to the raising of a tax’ 
for conservancy purposes consisting of 3 per’ 
cent. of the Customs Duties and, in case of! 
duty-free goods 1% per mille, ‘There was 
algo provision for a Governmental grant, but 
the fact remains that about 80 per cent. of 
the Board's income is contributed by foreign-| 
flagged shipping administered by a Board, 
assisted by the Consultative Board on which 
foreign interests where predominantly re-| 
presented. The constitution of the Whangpoo| 
Conservancy as set forth in the agreement) 
which has just been quoted is clearly, 
an international one, and this is emphasized 
by the general provisions of Articles 10) 
and 1. 

Tt is important that this should be remem- 
bered, for while the Whangpoo Conservancy 
Board on the face of it appears to be an organ 
of the Chinese Government, the foreign i 
terests involved bestow upon it also an 
international status which should be always| 
borne in mind, It is necessary, even though 
it has been repeated ad nauseam, again to| 
Tay. stress upon the fact that’ frequent 
Japanese assurances have been given to the 
effect that foreign interests in China will be] 
‘Serupulously respected. ‘The effective maif~ 
tenance of the Whangpoo River as a usable| 
port for foreign shipping, which indeed is 
the Board's only raison d’étre, is a matter of 
international concern, and a matter in which 
foreign interests are inextricably involved. 
Continued neglect of the river is not only a 
betrayal of those foreign interests but also a 
betrayal of the pledged word of the Japanese | 
leaders. The point must be raised just as 























bluntly as that, It is unbelievable even now, 
when 30 many matters have created an| 
anxiety amounting almost to a conviction, that, 
it is still the Intention of the Japanese| 
‘authorities to pursue a policy which can only| 
@o the harm which foreign commercial in- 





forests in Shanghai are so anxious to avoid. 
‘There is not one valid reason why the Con- 
servaney work, so necessary for the well- 
being of this ‘harbour, should not be im- 
mediately put in hand.’ There most certainly. 
is no military or naval reason, for the work| 
necessary would in no way impede Japanese| 
military and naval activities. As it is, valu-| 
‘able machinery, which ought to be hard at} 
work for the maintenance and improvement] 
of this port, it lying idle, the port is being| 
allowed to ‘deteriorate to.a degree which| 
must inevitably give rise to considerable! 
‘alarm, and immediate and potential damage| 
is being done to those foreign interests which| 
neutral Powers have been so often assured 
would be respected. There have in the past| 
been so many instances where Japanese action 
which would have made a favourable im-| 
pression upon foreign observers has been| 
neglected—possibly in some cases for good 
reason—that the time has come for the display 
of that good which has so often been| 
insisted on. 








THE BRITISH BUDGET 


April 28, 

Sir Jchn Simon, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, in the first Budget Speech of his! 
career, in the House of Commons, has com- 
pletely confounded the prophets, who forecast| 
that there would be no rise in the income| 
tax, and that petrol and tea would be left] 
alone. But his defeat of the prognosticators| 
does not obscure the fact that he has had the: 
unpleasant task of introducing a Budget 
‘which by reason of its provisions must prove| 
‘an unpopular one. The fact will have to be! 
faced in Great Britain that all the extensive 

“armament rendered necessary by a policy 
in the past which has now proved to have 
been unwise, together with the speed with 
which it has to be effected, requires the ex-| 
penditure of sums of money almost astro- 
nomical in their dimensions. Practically one 
thousand million pounds will ‘have to be: 
raised during the financial year, for the Atty 
odd millions between that figure and those| 
actually given by Sir John is a comparatively’ 
small amount. The additional 6d. in  the| 
pound on income tax is likely to anger| 
those to whom the increase will apply while) 
the additional 24. per Ib. in the tax on teal 
will hit the poorer classes. It might have 
been wiser if the Chancellor had chosen some| 
‘other commodity on which to put the extra 
taxation, for his decision as stated will un- 
doubtedly add to the unpopularity of a Gov-| 
ernment which has already received such| 
severe reverses as in the bye-elections at| 
Ipswich and West Fulham. In view of those| 
defeats Sir John's Budget is undoubtedly a 
brave one; it may, though it is hoped it will 
not, turn out to be a very rash one, for an 
unpopular Budget added to all that has hap-' 
pened in the recent past may offset the better! 
feeling recently noticed in Great Britain as a. 
result of Mr. Chamberlain's success in the| 
Anglo-Italian negotiations. Nevertheless it is 








it, It was just such foreign policies as those 
of the last six and a half years which Mr. 
Attlee's party also followed while they were in 
power. ‘They were a legacy from the Labour 
Government which so lamentably failed, and 
It is only in recent months that the eyes of 
the country have been opened to the true 
facts of the situation, and a determined effort 
is now -being made’ to secure those adjust- 
ments so necessary after abandonment of the 
bankrupt foreign policy which has produced 
not one single result to justify it. It should 
always be borne in mind that the policy for 
which the Labour Party as headed by Mr. 
Attlee stands is the same one which Mr. 
Chamberlain has succeeded in throwing over- 
board. It is directly due to that policy that 
the rearmament programme has become such 
an urgent necessity, and Great Britain is now 
being called upon to pay the price of the lack 
of vision which has contributed so greatly to 
the difficulties in which Europe is to be found 
today. Had there been more of the desire 
for appeasement in the past, not only on the 
part of Great Britain but of the other nations 
‘as well the enormous sums which are being 
‘spent for ultimate destruction would never 
have been requited, and much money would 
have been diverted to channels better cal- 
culated to serve the welfare of the people. 
But conditions being as they are, unpopular 
though the Budget may be amongst certain 
classes in Great Britain, there is every reason 
to believe that the public will accept these 
new burdens stoically, looking forward to the 
time when it may again be possible to return 
to a degree of world sanity the absence of 
which is proving so costly all round. 











ANGLO-FRENCH TALKS 
Aprit 29, 

In view of recent developments in Europe, 
and more particularly the crisis which still 
persists in Czechoslovakia, the conversations 
which commenced yesterday between British 
and French statesmen in London have been 
arousing very considerable speculation, De- 
pending upon the country in which they are 
published, the European newspapers cover 
‘a wide range of likely subjects. ‘Thus it is 
reported in Germany that official and un- 
official quarters are still somewhat in doubt 
regarding the nature and scope of the con- 
versations, while it is rsuggested that the 
man-in-the-street is suspicious, feeling that 
Germany is being left in the dark and out 
in the cold. To offset that public stress is 
laid on the belief that the talks will amount 
tq nothing and are, anyway, unimportant, 
‘The Italian “Tevere” speculates on the re- 
ports of a possible Anglo-French military 
alliance, describing them as more in the na- 
ture of a French dream than a British reality, 
at the same time pointing out that such an 
alliance would have a profound effect upon 
the present political and military equilibrium 
and would not be passed over in silence. 
‘The Paris Press emphasizes the importance 
of the matter, particularly in connection 








only in the matier of the application of in- 
creases rather than the fact that such have| 
been rendered necessary that criticism of the: 
Budget has to be made. 

‘One of the more anxious aspects of the 
Increased income tax is with regard to the 
effect it will have on trade generally. There 
hhas been some uneasiness expressed of late as: 
to whether Great Britain will not have to: 
suffer trade recession in common with the| 
United States. There are indications to be 
found in the unemployment returns that} 
something of the nature—though at the pre- 
Sent comparatively small,—has been taking, 
place, and the future will be watched with 
interest to see whether or not this extra six- 
pence will do anything to damage the struggle 
for increased business. One gratifying fea-| 
ture is the fact that the Chancellor has fore- 
shadowed legislation to deal with those! 
‘wretched people, who, rich enough to pay the 
taxes legally required of them, are able by| 
reason of the state of the law to escape 
Viabilities which the protection, and security 
they enjoy naturally places upon them. It 
should not be impossible to devise legislation 
foreing these “patriots” into line, and the| 
sooner it is done, the better will the average 
Briton be pleased. It is a good feature of] 
the Budget that the Chancellor has decided 
not to meet all the increased expenditure by 
borrowing. It is proper that this generation 
should assume some portion of the expense to. 
which general world conditions are forcing! 
it, and the less that is borrowed now leaves| 
the more available in a time of emergency, 
the prospect of which still remains as an un- 
comfortable spectre. It is emphasized by the 
figures adduced that the original estimate of 
£1,500,000,000 for rearmament is being ox- 
ceeded. By how much is not made clear, but] 
there will be little opposition to this expendi- 
ture so long as the man-in-the-street is. 
assured that the money is being well spent] 
and that Great Britain is being put in such a 
state of defence that potential enemies will 
think twice about attacking her, and, if they’ 
do, receive that punishment which the might 
fof the Empire aught to be in a position to 
inflict. 

Mr. Attlee's attack on the Budget comes ill 
from a man whose party by September 1931 
had reduced the financial position of the 
‘country to such a state that the formation of 
the Natiowal Government was the only 











method of extricating the country from the| 


with the Czechoslovakian affair, while “Le 
Soir” still dallies with the idea of a British 
Joan to France, though the likelihood of this 
has already been denied in London. Whether 
that denial will stick or not remains to be 
seen, for of all the countries in the world 
France is the most likely to receive sym= 
pathetic consideration of any plea for finan- 
cial accommodation, Nevertheless through- 
‘out the whole gamut of speculation runs the 
conviction that the Czechoslovakian  evisis 
will receive the greatest attention, for s0 
Jong as the present crisis exists, just so long 
will the threat to European peace continue. 
It is apparent that there is a very large ap 
between the Sudeten German demands and 
what the Government at Prague is willing 
to concede, and, unless the two sides can 
be brought to a more conciliatory frame 
‘of mind, considerable anxiety must continue 
to be felt. 

It is expected that by the time the Anglo~ 
French talks opened the Ministers of both 
countries would be apprised as to exactly 
how far the Czechoslovakian Government is 
prepared to go in an effort to reach a com- 
promise with their German opponents. They 
will not, however, be acquainted with what- 
ever concessions the latter are prepared to 
make to a final settlement, Judging from 
all that has happened in the past it is prob- 
able that the Sudeten Germans will adopt 
a firm attitude insisting upon the fulfilment 
of all of their demands, and while it is clear 
that Ml, Chamberlain has brought much 
pressure upon Prague, it is somewhat doubt~ 
ful whether he will ‘be able to increase it 
with the willing gansent of France, ‘Thereitt 
lies one of the diffeulties of the situation, 
though it is believed that the French 
Ministers will not be so unreasonable as to., 
refuse co-operation with Great Britain in this 
very delicate and at the same time important 
matter. What is of even more importance 
is the probability that the question of seck- 
ing for a rapprochement between Britain, 
France and Germany will be thoroughly’ 
investigated, Mr. Chamberlain’s views on 
the subject are perfectly well known. A 
step in the direction of achievement of the 
end he has in view was taken when the 
‘Anglo-Italian talks proved successful. The 
second is in the taking, in the shape of the 
Franco-Italian conversations, which for the 
moment have been interrupted while Count 
Ciano attends the Albanian royal wedding. 























mess in which he and such as he had placed 
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‘Phere have been, it is true, suggestions that 
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these negotiations are not proceeding so} 
smoothly as was hoped, but it would be 
rash to belleve at this juncture that they: 
‘are doomed ta failure. Should they be suc- 
cessful the way will be open for approaching. 
Germany, and there is no reason to suppose 
that the ‘German government would be any: 
more reluctant to arrive at a settlement than. 
Italy proved herself to be. It may ver! 
Well be the case that German problems will 
be more imposing than those in which Italy 
‘was concerned, but, given a reasonable desire 
to effect a general appeasement of Europe, 
a compromise might be arrived at to relieve 
existing’ tension, 

It should be realized that there are limits 
beyond which Great Britain and France 
cannot go no matter how strong their desire 
fo bring about a better state of affairs in 
Europe, The conversations in Lordon will, 
it is believed establish those limits, and they 
‘are not likely to be revealed until, and when 
the two countries meet the German 
‘Ministers. One of the main points which 
always has to be borne in mind fs that there| 
‘ean be no question of abject surrender in 
face of the demands which may be made 
upon either Great Britain or France. Nor’ 
at the same time can there be anything in 
the nature of a chapman’s bargaining, but| 
‘an honest endeavour must be made to arrive 
at a just solution of all the problems which| 
are likely to be raised in the event of such 
an occurrence happening. If these conver-| 
ations in London lead fo the development 
of a policy, which will make a better under~ 

landing with Germany possible, it will mean| 
another victory for Mr. Chamberlain, It 
may even tend to a greater degree of poli 
tical stability than has been shown for some 
time past in France. Therein lies the im- 
portance of these present talks in London. 
‘They are not designed either to keep Ger- 
many in the dark or to leave her in the cold. 
Indeed the very opposite is desired. There 
is still time for the establishment of that 
general understanding in Europe which is 
most conducive of peace. It is much too 
carly to think of the formulation of new 
agreements to replace those \which have 
been so sadly marred in the past, but there 
‘are very few Britons at this time who would 
insist upon endeavouring’ to maintain such 
articles of the Versailles Treaty as have not 
yet been wiped out by unilateral action. - If 
fever a document were bad that one was: it 
has been and still is the main cause of all 
Europe's troubles, and, if in the interests of 
world peace it is necessary to amend it, that 
process should certainly be taken in hand. 
It could not repair much of the harm which 
ras already been done, but would prevent] 
the creation of the mischief still to be 
feared.

‘The Parliamentary Committee, appointed 
last year to consider the question of annual 
holidays with pay for the workers of Great 
Britain, has issued its report, and there ap- 
pears to be more than a likelihood, it its| 
recommendations are acted upon, that within 
‘very short while employers will be obliged 
by Jaw to grant to thelr employees a holiday 
of at least one working week for which wages| 
will be paid as usual, To a large number of 
people in Shanghai ‘already accustomed to| 
ich a practice, it will probably come as a 
surprise that the majority of workers in 
Britain have no such opportunity, and that 
‘many of those who manage to spend a week 
at the seaside, forfeit their wages for the 
period of inactivity and are only able to, enjoy 
the annual vacation by careful saving during 
the rest of the year, The Lancashire mill 
operatives who go to the annual Wakes at 
Blackpool receive no wages while they are 
away from, work, and yet the desire for the 
annual holiday is such that, despite that fact, 
they have always managed 'to find the means 
for the little relaxation they secure, With the 
growing influence of Labour and the determi~| 
nation to improve the lot of the working man, | 
it was natural that wages and conditions| 
should have received initial attention, and 
though employers have been approached in| 
the past for this holiday concession it is only’ 
comparatively recently that they grad- 
ually came ta see the reasonableness of the 
demand, and to some extent are now volun- 
tarily meeting the ‘wishes of their workers. 
‘The movement, however, is by no means 
general, and only yesterday this journal car- 
ried the report that the Federation of Master 
Cotton Spinners had, at any rate for the time 
being, refused the’ application of the re~ 
presentatives of their 350,000 workers for an 
annual week's holiday with pay. ‘This was no 
refusal on the ground of principie, but because| 
of the state of trade and it was suggested that| 
the matter might be reconsidered in six 
months time, 

On the ‘face of the granting of a 
week's holiday with pay would amount 
to an increase in the cost of labour by 
something rather under 2 per cent. That does 
not seem to be a very large increase, but, 
with competition as keen as it is, the added. 
cost to overhead is something which cannot 
be lightly disregarded, ‘The Parliamentary’ 
Commitice itself is not prepared to re- 
commend immediate legislation on the! 
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also to permit of the study of cognate ques-| 
tions which must arise as the system is 
‘generally developed. Nevertheless it contem- 
Plates the passage of legislation during the 
1940-1 session of Parliament compulsorily 
providing for the workers’ annual holiday 
with pay, It is, therefore, the considered 
opinion of the Committee that this important 
‘social step should be taken comparatively 
‘early, and that its application should be com- 
plete throughout the nation. On this subject, 
the actual cost to the employer should not 
be allowed to weigh too heavily against the 
proposal. It is a demonstrable fact that the 
‘annual holiday is as much of value to the 
employer as it is to the employee. That is 
fully recognized in the Far East with re- 
ference to the long leave which is a common. 
term in agreements of employment, the 
vacation not only doing good to the employee 
directly but to the employer indirectly by 
the maintenance of the former's health and 
energy. The committee's recommendation for 
immediate legislation, entitling domestic! 
workers to two week's holiday with pay per 
annum, if adopted, should inflict no consider- 
‘able hardship upon employers. “Most middle- 
lass ‘families who can afford to engage a 
servant can also afford at least a fortnight’s| 
holiday at the seaside, and there is no| 
particular hardship in ensuring that domestic| 
labour should receive a similar period, 
‘especially when the long hours a servant has| 
to work are also taken into account. 

There are, however, some cases in which 
the provision of this ‘proposed holiday may 
Prove inconvenient. This seems to be parti- 
cularly the case with regard to farming and| 
similar industries, Summer, with the succes- 
sion of erops to be harvested, is a time when 
all hands are required on the farm, and the 
employer in this instance may find himself 
at more than the disadvantage of having to 
pay holiday-making hands, but of having to 
engage other labour in their place. ‘There 
are few if any persons willing to take holi- 
days in the winter, when so far as agriculture 
is concerned it might be possible, and it is 
doubtful whether it will be possible to pass 
any legislation which will adequately cover 
such cases as those now suggested. There 
is some merit in the argument, however, that 
people engaged in out-of-doors employment 
fare not so much in need of a revigorating 
holiday as those workers mewed up for ffty- 
one weeks in the year in offices and factories: 
but, even then, all work and no play still 
makes Jack a dull boy, and, if for no other 
reason than the securing of a short surcease 
from work, the agricultural labourer should 
have his holiday, though the chances are that] 
he will for the ‘most part spend it leaning 
over the gate and looking at the work he 
would otherwise be doing. No doubt the 
residents of holiday resorts would weleome 
such legislation, Millions of people already 
take their annual vacations, but with the 
whole population of Great Britain getting its 
free week during the summer, business should 
boom for the seaside lodging-house keeper 
and the purveyors of cakes and ale stimulated 
to even greater activities. It is a far cry 
from those days when matters such as these 
received nothing in the nature of legislative 
attention, and the committee's report suffices| 
to indicate how quickly the nation is coming | 
to understand all the finer points of the rela~ 
tion of the Government to labour, and, if, as} 
the Committee expects, legislation is’ even- 
tually passed along the lines suggested, 
another step will have been taken for the 
mitigation of the lot of the toiler. 




















THE ROAD TO PEACE 
May 2. 
One of the inost gratifying features of the| 
Angio-Freneh conversations of last week is 
the manner in which they have been regarded | 
by the press of the two countries most closely 
interested in the result, viz, Germany and) 
Italy. With regard to the former there was 
‘an uneasy, tendency to look upon the negotia~ 
tions as likely to leave Germany out in the! 
cold, but that now seems to have disappeared 
In the realization that the British and French 
Ministers have devised no startling departures| 
from policies already widely known, but have| 
remained content to investigate means of| 
‘making the co-operation already provided for| 
more complete and effective. With regard 
to the Anglo-French attitude towards the 
Czechostovakian crisis the realism of Mr.| 
Chamberlain again appears to have won the] 
day, and, while there seems to be no very! 
real departure from the original French policy 
in the matter, the way has been left open 
for the two Powers, but particularly Great 
Britain, to endeavour to arrange a satisfactory 
compromise. between the Czechoslovakian 
Government and the Sudeten Germans, Im- 
portant as that question is, it holds second 
lace to the perfecting of the military un- 
derstanding between the two countries which 
has now been achieved. There never was| 
any misunderstanding, but the negotiations 
of last week have cleared up a number of| 
mifior points, and it has been manifested to, 
the world at large that the completest under- 
standing has been reached upon. the subject! 
‘of mutual defence against aggression. The| 
‘community of interests between the two has| 
‘again to be strongly emphasized, and some of 
the decisions arrived at clearly demonstrate| 











subject, and recommends a_ probationary’ 
period of one year.in order that it may be! 
ascerlained exactly how far employers will 
go in the matter of thelr own volition, and 


‘a common readiness to assist*in the general 
settlement of Europe, Perhaps a little too] 
much stress has been lald upon the military| 
side ‘of the results of the conversation. The! 


resumption of the general staff conferences| 
between the two countries is no new de- 
velopment, but merely a continuance in ac-| 
cordance with the military agreement of| 
1930. From that point of view nothing new 
has been imported into the general scheme| 
‘of things, and the summing up of the| 
situation ‘as it now exists indicates _more| 
of a clarification of the whole position than 
the adoption of new expedients. 

‘While complete details of all the decisions} 
arrived at have not been made public, it is! 
apparent that an important development is| 
likely. It is suggested that the British and| 
French Ministers have agreed on a joint 
démarche to Prague requesting that full] 
autonomy be granted to the Sudeten Germans! 
within a federal system to be modelled on| 
the patiern of Switzerland. On the other! 
hand Britain is to approach Berlin reminding. 
it of previous German assurances to the effect. 
that the Reich nourishes no hostile inten- 
tions regarding Czechoslovakia and inform-| 
ing it of the counsel given to Prague. The| 
taking of this action will test German bona| 
{fides in the matter. If Herr Henlein, leader of| 
the Sudeten Germans, cannot be persuaded 
by Berlin to make’ as much concession 
in the matter as Britain and France are 
desiring of Dr. Benes, and if Herr Hitler's 
Government falls to’ assist in securing a 
moderation of Herr Henlein’s terms, then 
there is only one conclusion to be drawn, 
‘and that one which augurs evil for the 
future peace of Europe. One of the results 
Of recent happenings on the Danube has 
meant that the initiative towards peace has 
‘passed into Anglo-French hands, while the| 
initiafive towards war has remained very 
much where it has been during the last three 
troublesome years, ‘This Czechoslovakian| 
crisis ought to be, and is capable of amic~ 
able settlement. If there are Sudeten desires 
which could and should be met, if there are 
promises which have not been kept, it ought 
to be possible through the good offices of a| 
third party—in this case Great Britain in 
conjunction with France—to bring about a 
general appeasement. There is rather more| 
than a suggestion to be found not only in| 
the telegrams which have been received! 
from Europe, but also in the correspondence| 
fon the subject which has appeared in these| 
columns that the cases for both sides have! 
been overstated. ‘That is inevitable in dis- 
putes such as these which have about them. 
all the irreconeilabilities of a religious dis- 
pute, but practical means will have to be 
found {or a fair adjustment if war, sooner 
or later, is not to, arise from this very cause. 

‘Thus’ while the conversations in London 
have proved very gratifying as conducing to 
the best possible understanding between the 
‘two nations, the satisfaction felt should not 
blind the eye to the dangers which still exist. 
Should Great Britain and France receive 
anything in the nature of a rebuff in their 
endeavours to secure an enduring settlement 
Bf the Czechoslovakian matter, the present 
situation, which appears to be so great an 
improvement on anything which has occurred 
in the past, will definitely be worsened. That 
is true of practically all developments in the| 
policy of the appeasement of Europe. The| 
nearer the nations get to an amicable under-| 
standing the severer the effect of any setback! 
upon the general situation, and failure at! 
this junction to arrive at a settlement would 
be calamitous. Great Britain and France, it 
may be believed, are now better fitted to meet| 
such an eventuality, and the question natur- 
ally arises as to how far Germany and Italy 
are prepared to contribute to an all-round 
settlement. Italy has given assurances to 
Great Britain which are most satisfactory; 
their implification «will have an_ enormous 
effect upon the situation directly that process] 
begins. But what of Germany? She has an 
‘opportunity of throwing her weight with] 
that of Great Britain and France in favour] 
of a friendly settlement wf the Sudeten Ger-| 
man issue. If she were to seek to persuade] 
Herr Heniein in the interests of general 
Peace to modify his demands, even if Herr 
Hitler did not succeed—a likelihood which 
is unbelievable in the circumstances—he| 
would have made a gesture the effect of 
which would be historical for all time. It 
would mean something in the nature of an 
advance half-way towards Great Britain and 
France, and in view of Mr. Chamberlain's 
general policy in Eurape would pave the way 
for that general understanding of which it 
stands in such dire need. The revival of the 
Four Power Pact may in present circum- 
stances be an idle dream, but if British am~ 
bitions to bring the four great Western 
European Powers to a common council table 
‘were to succeed, present fears which are the 
chief factor in the ,existing unsettlement, 
‘would disappear and a substantial degree 
of confidence take their place, 




















BERLIN VISITS ROME 


May 3. 

At the risk of boring readers, further| 
reference must. be made to the ‘devetop- 
ments which are occurring in Europe, 
and particularly the conversations _be- 
tween Herr Hitler and Signor Mussolini 
which are due to cammence to-day with the 
visit of the former to Rome. It is likely that 
‘what results from those negotiations may not 
only have a deep effect upon the future of 








Europe, but may have repercussions in this 
part of the world, for the formation of the 
fripartite pact against the Komintern, with 
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all that it implies, must, of necessity have 
some bearing upon conditions in the Far 
East, where one of the parties is at the 
present time playing a prominent if not an 
uncomfortable part. It may not prove: to 
be true, but the activities of Germany, Italy, 
‘and for that matter Japan seem to have about, 
‘them a quality of ‘co-ordination which has 
created an atmosphere of anxiety, if not of 
‘actual suspicion, The question naturally arises 
what will the German-Italian parleys do 10 , 
remove that? Prior to the commencement 
of the Anglo-Italian negotiations which have 
achieved such pleasing results, it was an- 
nounced that Herr Hitler would pay this 
visit to Rome. It is clear, therefore, that it is 
not dictated by anything which has happened 
between Great Britain and Italy, though it 
may have the effect of either modifying or 
enlarging the programme of subjects which 
are to be discussed between Herr Hitler and 
Signor Mussolini. Probably the best method 
of considering the possible outcome of these 
negotiations is to review the relationships 
existing between the two countries involved, 
and the manner in which they have been 
modified by recent events and those which 
‘seem to be in the offing. ‘The basic founda~ 
tion of the understanding between Berlin and 
Rome is opposition to Communism, ‘That is 
not the only one, but that which brings the 
two governments'to a unity of purpose. The 
other chief basis is the desire for mutual 
support in dealing with member nations of 
the League. ‘ 
While the former basis still exists in its 
original integrity, the Jatter has been con- 
siderably modified by the recent events. in 
‘Austria and those which threaten in Czechos- 
lovakia, The original doctrine of the German 
anschluss was a far-reaching one, and com~ 
pletely opposed to the Italian traditional policy, 
for it was designed eventually to. bring 
Germany down to the Adriatic with con- 
sequent loss of Italian possessions. Herr 
‘Hitler goes to Rome, with the German borders 
[now brought to the Brenner Pass, with the 
‘nclusion of Austria in the Reich ‘as an ac~ 
complished fact, with a threat to Czechos- 
lovakia and the practically complete breaking 
down of the Italian Danubian policy. There 
4s no buffer state between Italy and Germany, 
and Herr Hitler goes to Rome as the vicior 
of the political and semi-military develop- 
ments of recent weeks, developments, for 
which, in the main Italy has paid the price. 
He has promised he will never forget Italian 
compliance in the matter of Austria and the 
‘question naturally is as to what he 
has at the present time to offer his partner 
fn the Berlin-Rome axis. Tt does not appear 
that Italy, herself, has much to offer, except 
a continuance of that support which up to 
the present time has proved so valuable 10 
Der Fuehrer, but she is already in a stronger 
position than she was by the effecting of more 
cordial relations with Great Britain and the 
possibility of bringing about the same happy 
relationship with France, Signor Mussolini 
may have been faced with un fait accompli 
on the northern borders. of his nation, but 
his position has been considerably strengthen 
ed vis-a-vis of Germany by the develop 
ments of the last few weeks. Before Ger- 
many, Italy stood without friends: now she 
has been shown that she may not be entirely 
without support, though that, of course, is no 
stronger than she cares to ‘make it. ' From 
this it appears that if Italy chooses to assume 
the role of mediator between Germany'on the 
one hand and Great Britian and France on 
the other, her position may now be sufficiently 
strong to enable her to undertake that im~ 
portant, task with some hope of success. 
From another point of view this may not 
happen. It may be possible for Herr Hitler 
to persuade Signor Mussolini that it is hie 
paramount duty to renew the crusade against 
the democracies. ‘That would require no new 
alliance or treaty, but would only involve 
the reiteration of’ statements already made, 
and the adoption of something along the lines 
of the mutuality which has been reestablished 
between Great Britain and France as the 
result of the conversations of Inst week. 
‘That German-Italian mutuality underwent a 
severe blow when Austria was absorbed into 
the Reich, It would undergo another if 
Czechoslovakia were torn to pieces as the 
various minorities appear now to demand: it 
would be completely disrupted by the further 
idvancement towards the complete German 
anschluss which Herr Hitler has so repeatedly 
emphasized to be his great ambition, and from 
which it is now impossible for him'to recede. 
The results, therefore, of the conversations 
between Herr Hitler ‘and Signor Mussolini 
depend very much on what the former has 
to offer. If he can recompense his dictator- 
colleague for his abiding by his commitments 
uring the March anschluss—and it is not at 
the moment apparent how he can—then 
Signor Mussolini might still be in a position 
to urge upon Der Fuchrer the maintenance of 
the present status in Central Europe and the 
necessity for further moderation in the future. 
‘At the moment, therefore, Rome is the very 
‘necessary bridge between’ Great Britain and 
France on the one side and Germany on the 
ther. Failure on the part of Signor Mus~ 
tolini to bridge the existing gap need not in

‘These forces may indeed be forced 
to fall back anyway, for the Japanese

In three columns. ‘Tho Chinese are 
putting up a stubborn defence in 
‘thelr positions about seven miles 
north ‘of Talorchwang and have 
shown no signs of cracking yet.

As the Polish nation nears the 20th 
anniversary of its independence it 
ig interesting {0 note that, since the 
thirteenth of | Woodrow’ Wilson's 
“Fourteen Points" porclaimed a “free 
‘and independent Poland” as one of 
the conditions of peace, the country, 
then totally ruined by ‘war, has de- 
voted all her energies towards the 
restoration of her economle, educa 
ional and industrial lite, 

From the end of the cightcenth 
century for 125 years Poland was 
wiped from the map of Europe, 
after centuries of glorious history a 
the defender of Western civilization 
and of Christianity. Said Victor 
Hugo, “While my own France was 
the missionary of civilization, Polond 
was its knight.” ‘Talleyrand sald * 
thatthe partition of Poland was 
‘worse than a crime—it was folly, 
While * Lord" Evorsley pronounced 
that the partition of Poland was the 
remote, indirect, “but. nevertheless 
essential cause of the Great War. 

‘Yet Poland, though disuicmbered, 
was not dead. The life of the 
Polish nation during her 125 years ~ 
of enslavement: proves that she was 
not dead but had followed the advice 
iven by Jean Jacques Rousseau be- 
fore her partition: “Poles!

Telephone Cables Cut

month, the wire was severed by 
Would-be cable thieves. A repair 
squad from the Shanghai Telephone 
Company arrived on the spot in ime 
to save the cables, but the thieves 
had" already fled,” apparently on 
approach of the party. 

"The cutting of the wires actually 
happened shortly before midnight on 
‘April 25, Suspeeting what had ‘hap- 
pened when a “break” in the wire 
Wwas reported, a foreign engineer and 
his assistant immediately went 19 
the Bubbling Well Police Station and 
reported the matter, He was, pro~ 
vided with ‘the services of two 
Japanese police officers, and contact 
was established with the Japanese 
military authorities in charge of the’ 
‘Hunglao area, 

‘A Japanese military escort was. 
provided and the small party set off 
down Great Western Road. It was 
found that the eable had been cut at 
‘almost the same place as it was on 
April 13—at a point west of Fraser 
Road, on the unfinished portion of 
Great Western Road. A few hundred 
yards away, a Japanese military 
post has been established. 

‘On April 13 last, the "Telephone. 
Company. repalr pitty found that 
not only had 330 feet of 200 pair 
eables been taken “away but two. 
telephone poles had also been chop- 
ped down: no traco of either the 
ables or the thieves could be found, 

Cut Into Lengths 

On April 25, however, the party 
arrived In time to save’ what was| 
eft of the cable.

USS. Bulmer 


Shanghai, Apr. 20. 

‘The USS, Bulmer, a destroyer, 
spent a few anxious moments shortly. 
‘after she came into port yesterday 
morning when her anchor. got en- 
tangled with some chains and wire 
inoorings which at one time seemed 
{have formed part of the boom 
‘eross the Whangpoo River opposite 
the Nantao Bund 

‘The American destroyer returned 
yesterday after a two doys' cruise 
Bt sea to test her instruments and, 
‘after making her way up past “Bat 
leship Row," dropped her anchor 
preparatory ' to. manguvring into 
position for mooring at the tempor- 
Bry buoys off the French Bund, 
When the time came for her to haul 
up her anchor again, however, it was 
found. that the flukes had ‘become 
entangled with some” chains lying 
long the river bed near the Nantao 
boom. 

‘The Shanghai Stevedoring Co. 
contractors to the United States Navy, 
Communicated with the Union Steam= 
‘ship Co, at 11.15 a.m, and the steam 
tug Indo Il and a rescue crew under 
Mr B. Frank were immediately sent 
{to ihe assistance of the Bulmer. ‘The 
tug arrived alongside at about 11.30 
am, and, found quite a number of 

launches, mostly Japanese, 











‘The Bulmer actually mauaged to 
free herself, but the services of the 
tug were required 10 steady her and 
to help her move downeriver to her 
mooring buoys. ‘The anchor was 
Slowly raised and, once it was clear 
fof the water, a hawser was let down 
‘nd fastened around the entangling 
chain, The strain was taken on the 
hawser, the anchor was. dropped 
slightly—and freed itself. ‘The chain 
‘was then dropped back into the river, 
‘and the Bulmer proceeded to her 
Luoys at 1230" pm.

‘At the close of the year our total 
service represented about 40 per cent.

‘We are particularly desirous of 
providing, as soon as possible, a ser~

Evacuation Recalled

‘Being myself one of the ignorant 
Jcountry folk, 1 do not expect to find 


}the facts which T relate below taken 


very seriously; but as a matter of 
Inferest in connection with “The 
[Snake Myth,” I will set them down 
to be taken seriously or otherwise as

‘My boyhood: days were spent in 
the country on the Surrey and Sussex 
borders, and going home from school 
Jone afternoon about thirty-seven 
years ago (I was then about twelve 
years old) I came across a viper 
Sunning itself "on a bare patch of 
fearth amongst the grass. I was able 
to watch it for pethaps five seconds 
before it became aware of my pre- 
sence and then it suddenly made a 
slight, noise, something between a 
squeak anda hiss, at which almost 
Tike lightning ve'tiny snakes came 
from ‘the surrounding grass and 
disappeared into the opened mouth 
of the parent snake which im- 
mediately made off into the long, 


grass. 

1 thought nothing of It at the time, 
taking it for granted that it was just 
another of Mother Nature's wonders 
‘and accepted it as such, It did not 
joceur to me that I had been privileged 
to witness something which might be 
‘almost unbelievable to most people 
jand it is only during the past few 
years when from time to time the 
matter of snakes swallowing their 
young has eropped up in the papers, 
{that the incident has returned to my 
mind, and as far as I can recall this’ 
{ig the first time that I have mentioned. 
the matter to anyone. 

‘With regard to the length of time 
it takes @ snake to die, being a non~ 
believer in any Kind of killing I have| 
never killed a snake, but I have seen 
[snakes that have been killed and I 
do think that the body of a “dead” 
‘snake retains some power of mover 
‘ment when touched untit it is com- 
pletely cold. This would account to 
some extent for the belief that snakes, 
do not finally die until sun-down. 


‘Snakes are ysually found and killed 
in sunny places and if left where 
they sre killed warmth remains in 
their bodies till the cool of the eve- 
Jning sets in, and during this period| 
[spasmodic _“movemegts may be! 
observed. Being nelther a naturalist 
nor a medical man 1 cannot account 
for this, but T have noticed this 
power of movement in the body of 
8 snake for as long as three hours! 
fatter the head has been almost 
severed from the body. 

“Many country folk have by per= 
sonal observation obtained a very’ 
feal knowledge of nature which is 
Jdenied to—and therefore disbelieved 
by town-dwellers. How many town- 
dwellers, or even’ modern type 
‘counjry-dwellers, have more than a 
Taugh for the old country-man's belle 
that @ cure for the “decline,” or to| 
give it its more modern name of 
Jeonsumption or tuberculosis, is for 
the sufferer to get up early in the 
morning, go to the sheep pastures 
before the dew has left the grass 
Jand frighten or chase the sheep, and 
yet there 1s a great deal to be said 
{for this old-fashioned cure, as any’ 
medical man will’ admit,’ for its 
Jpractice means early morning exer- 
cise in pure air lightly impregnated 
with ammonia fumes given of by 
sheep droppings; and now, Sir, I 
must apologize for taking up so much’ 
space and I hope | that Mr. pz C. 
[Sowensy will take this letter in the| 
spirit that is intended, not that of| 
Jargument or controversy, but in mild 
defence of countryfolk ° whose eyes 
foften see that which their tongues 
have not the power to explain and| 
who often remain silent because of 
thelr fear of ridicule from their 
better educated fellow beings.

‘This is some- 
thing that, so far as I know, has 
never been witnessed, certainly not 
recorded, by. a reputable zoologist 
or natural historian; inspite of the 
fact that countless numbers of these, 
‘sine® the days of the great Swedish 
Naturalist Linne or Linnaeus, “have 
made the closest study of the habits 
lof vipers. Couxraysay’s statement, 
it duly signed, would constitute a 
most interesting record. Without his 
signature it carries little weight. If 
he would write to me personally 
stating the facts and signing the 
letter with his _name, I would be 
more than pleased to send it to, say, 
the Zoological Society of London, to 
be. placed on record as inconiro- 
vertible proof that the parent viper 
does swallow its young when.danger 
threatens. T think in justice to 
humanity's thirst for knowledge he 
should be willing to do this, 
“Another statement -in his letter 
calls for remark, namely, that in 
whieh he suggests that a snake when 
injured and considered “dead” re 
tains some power. of movement when 
touched until completely cold. He 
appears to have lost sight of the fact, 
of, perhaps he is unaware of it, that 
snakes are what are known to natur- 
lists as cold-blooded. vertebrates, 
having a body temperature little, if 
at all, above the prevailing air tem- 
erature. ‘The explanation of snakes 
Fetaining the power of movement in 
various (parts of their body long 
after they are to all intents and 
purposes dead, is to be found in 
the ‘peculiar nervous system of  re- 
ptiles of this class with their 
humerous ganglia or nerve centre 
falong. Use spinal column and th 
highly developed reflex actions of th 
‘muscles, which can function indeper 
dently of any message from the brain. 
‘As for my remarks about ignorant 
country Yolk, I was using the word 
“ignorant” to designate a certain 
class of English country folk, the 
ignorant ones, as opposed to those 
who are not ignorant. I was not 
trying to suggest that all English 
country folk are ignorant, but that 
only the ignorant amongst them be- 
Heved certain strange things, such as 
the above discussed phenomenon, 
which still remains to be proved, and 
others such as that if one holds a 
Fabbit up by the tail its eyes will 
drop out; that both bats and moles 
‘are completely blind; that snak 
sting with thelr forked tongues; that 
‘earwigs like to get into people's 
‘and lay thelr eggs there; that the 
handling of toads will give one warts,

doubt ignorance of natural history. 
facts is much more prevalent amongst. 
town dwellers than amongst country 
folk, but this does not alter the fact 
that the latter are often hopelessly 
‘at fault, both as to what actually 
Sceurs in nature and in their inter 
pretation ‘of or explanations for what 
‘occurs.

If I may say so, our friend Barrow 
is somewhat of a pessimist, at ony 
rate, in so far as hig attitude towards 
things Chinese is concerned. Yet the 
goodwill of British gentlemen of his 
Inclination. is worth winning for 
although China may be assured of 
the sympathy ond friendly interest. 
‘of 95 per cent, of the British people, 
it Is very desirable that the remain- 
ing'S per cent. should be won over. 
It these cannot be all made into

Great Britain has played an im- 
portant part in the development of 
China today, and yesterday, and one 
‘has no reason to doubt that she ~will 
not continue to do so tomorrow, Tt 
is unthinkable and idle to plan 
China's future without including a 
commensurate British participation 
‘and’ collaboration. Although the 
‘United States has always been a big 
brother to China since the days of 
John Hay, her political structure and 
traditional foreign policy of isola~ 
tion preclude an active and vigorous 
part abroad. It is, therefore, to 
Great Britain that China must look 
for assistance and guidance. History 
of the relationship between China 
and Great Britain has not always 
been what we would like to have 
had it, but then differences are bound 
to rise even between the best of 
friends ond the world is after all but 
a give and take affair, between na- 
tions even as it is between their 
eomponent individuals. All that. is 
passed may well be forgotton. What 
Interest us now, are the present and 
‘the future—the future of China and 
‘the future of British interests in the 
extreme Orient. The history of re 
‘cent months has shown that there is 
41 certain community of interests 
‘tween Great Britain and China, 

Thave no desire to be eritical but 
I think your correspondent will pos- 
‘sibly agree with me, upon second 
thoughts, that it is a bit premature to 
worry in 1938 regarding the expira- 
tion in 1998 of the Kowloon Lease. 
‘Three score years is a long span and 
mich will happen in the intervening, 
years, It is not altogether impossible 
‘that by the last years of the present 
































century, the people of the world will 
have progressed suMciently to have 






power over the several na- 
‘onal governments. In that ease, the 
‘entire world would be like one great 
country and the question of expira- 
‘tion of Kowloon Lease would auto- 
matically solve itself for under the 
‘then existing circumstances it would 
not matter much whether Kowloon |

Considerations on Poetry 


To the Editor of the 
“Norni-Cuiwa Dany News" 

Sm—A large section of the local 
English-speaking population has fol- 
lowed with some interest the amusing 
controversy that has been going on, in 
your columns, in poetry and doggerel. 

It is universally “admitted that 
Poetry, like each of the fine arts, has 
f@ field of its own. It existed ‘tong 
before Chaucer and it has existed 
throughout the history of the so- 
called latin countries, Since Aristotle 
there has never been a time at which 
there were not a considerable num- 
ber of people who cultivated the art. 
Its following tends also to be very 
unevently distributed among students 
‘of different types and ages. How it 
rrenets on men and women respectively 
depends ‘mainly on the temperament 
which it chiefly affects. Of far more 
signifleance Is the incidence of the 
‘oration on students of different ages. 
‘There ds evidenty little interest taken 
in it by. juveniles, to whom the 

ination of verse does not go beyond 
the elements of rhyme and stress,

fare any’ Indication of the fact, poetry 
hhag ‘lost none of its attractiveness: 
‘among adolescents. As media of ex- 
pression, however, the different kinds 
fof verse may be disastrous for the 
adolescent iterary drudge and may 
undermine his productive capacity for 
the rest of his. life, unless proper 
‘measures are taken’ to keep him in 
good trim, from the very start, 
through the provision of training and 
‘educational facilities, 

It follows that once the embryo 
oet is allowed to give expression to 
his exuberance without a. sufficient 
Knowledge of grammar and prosody, 
the harder will It'become for him to 
reach that, stage of relative achieve. 
ment which is the ultima Thule of 
poetic ambition, As Bliss Perry puts 
Ite "Poetry fulals a social purpose, 
Us function is social consolidation. 
‘And like all other social. structures, 
unless the fundamentals are properly 
dd, the edifice is likely to crumble, 
when least expected, never to rise 














‘We have naturally to look at poetry 
from more than one point of view. 
How far, we might ask, does, th 
provide for a suflciency of income? 
How far does it make for happiness 
‘and well-being? 1 must Teave it to 
‘all who are interested in this subject 
‘the questions. ‘The point, 
it one. of the points, 1 wish 
to make fs, that there is a gulf be- 
tween classic poetry—the triumph of 
structural imagination—and that 
‘species of free verse which refuses to 
conform to the principles of poetics 
‘or subdue its flights toa sense of law 
‘and harmony, 

‘As my own opinion is of tittle 
value, having been at times particeps 
eriminis, may I conclude these con- 
siderations with @ few lines, on the 
subject, by a Professor of English 
Mterature? “the instinct for the 
drum-be ays Perry, lies deep 
down in ‘our bodies; it’ affects our 
mental life, the organization of our 
emotions and our response to the 
rhythmical arrangement of words. 
For mere ideas and words are not 
poetry but only part of the material 
for poetry. A poem does not come 
into ‘being until the words begin to 
dance, It is the sound-value, for 
instance, which you perceive as you 
listen (9 a beautifully recited poem 
in Russian, a language of which you 
‘may not know a single word; and you 
may experience a modification of the 
‘same pleasure in closing your mind to 
the sense of a richly musical passage 
in Swinburne and delighting your ear 
by its mere beauty of tone.”

fare more or less entirely responsible 
{tor the unbelievably bad conditions 
under which pigs" are brought by 
[steamers to. the Shanghal market 
from the small ports in the vicinity 
Jor Tungchow, apparently because 1 
am not fully” acquainted with the 
conditions prevailing. He then 
proceeds to state what those condi- 
Hions are, saying that the pigs are 
fon the steamers actually tess. than 
fa day, unless the latter are delayed 
‘by f0g or for some other “cause. 

‘As a matter of fact 1 have read all 
the correspondence and reports on 
the subject that have appeared in 
your and other local newspapers, and 
fam well aware of. the conditions 
under which pigs are collected to- 
gether ‘and transported to Shanghai 
{from Yangtze ports. He missed the 
whole point of my lelier in your 
JApril 21 issue, which was that if it 
is impossible to do anything with the 
[Chinese dealers In live pigs for the 
‘Shanghai market it might be possible 
for the officials of SSP.CA. to get 
after the shipowners or _charterers 
for failing to provide proper accom~ 
modation and water for the wretched 
animals" while they are on. their 
steamers, 

The fact that the pigs are starved 
Jand not given water before they are 
Toaded on to the steamers is no 
excuse for not giving them at least 
[water while they are on board during 
the twelve hours between the Yang= 
tae port and Shanghai. Were this 
done it is certain that many more 
‘would survive the journey than do 
fat present. One would have thought 
that common humanity would hav 
prompted the ships’ masters to insist 
‘on the pigs being given at least this 
famount of relief, even if they can 
do nothing about the way they are 
treuted before coming. under thelr 
Jeare. 1 have niways understood that 
{2 captain's word is law on his ship. 

Presumably the shipping company 
‘or companies engaged in this traffle 
fare making good money out of it, 
‘which being the case it is difieult 10 
‘comprehend how they ean fail to do 
everything in their power to reduce 
the sufferings of the unfortunate pigs 
86 far as possible, 

"The point is, are the pigs given 
‘water while on’ the steamers and is 
‘the accommodation provided for 
them what it should” be? If the 
shipowners can answer these ques- 
tions in the afirmative, then one would 
feel that they are doing all that can 
reasonably ‘be expected of them. If 
{they cannot, then the shipowners are 
fust as culpable as are the dealers, 
‘and should ‘be dealt with accordingly, 
that is, if there Is any way of deal- 
ing with them.

Difficulty Over Watering

‘Of course, if pigs nearly dying of 
thirst are given access to unlimited 
quantities of water they are lable 
to over indulge, with disastrous con- 
sequences to themselves, I would 
offer the practical suggestion that 
each of the compartments into which 
InronnteD says the space allotted for 
the accommodation of pigs is divided 
should be supplied with a wooden 
trough for water during the voyage 
from the Yangtze port to Shanghal— 
enough water to slake the thirst of 
the pigs, but not enough to allow of 
their drinking too much. 

It should be easy enough for the 
SMEC. to make the compradores and 
ig dealers agree to this by refusing 
them landing permits for the ple 
cargoes if they fall to do so, 

It is satisfactory to note that ac~ 
cording to Inronsten the regulations 
governing accommodation as required 
by the S.MLC. are complied with on 
most ships. It would seem, then, 
it the problem of watering the pigs 
fen route without the evil effects re- 
sulting from over drinking could be 
eolved, something definite in ameliora:

‘There were no signs of foul play, 
nor any internal or external evidence 
of death having been caused by 
‘drowning, said Dr. I. G. Anderson 
fat the continued inquest yesterday 
‘afternoon on the Inte Mr, Harold 








Porter. At the same time, Dr. 
Anderson sald that owing to the; 
Jength of time the body had been 





in the water, he would not care to 
state definitely whether or not death 
had been caused by drowning. ‘The 
Inquest. was subsequently adjourned 
by Mr. C. H. Haines, H. M, Coroner, 
to Thursday, May 5. 

‘As in the previous hearings, Mr. 
4, EB, Badeley appeared on behalf of 
the hext of kin and Mr. C. E, Lowe 
‘on behalf of the insurance company 
With which the late Me. Porter was 
Insured. 

Dr, Anderson, who performed the 
post-mortem on April 8, said that he 
thought that, two clean-eut gashes on 
the left flank of the body had been 
caused, afler death, by a propellor. 
‘There ‘was no water nor foreign 
matter in the aural cavity, larynx, 
trachea and. stomach. ‘This’ was un- 
usual In cases of drowning, but if 
the body had been in the water for 
three weeks or more any water in 
the stomach might be absorbed. He 
estimated that Mr. Porter's ‘body 
had been in the river for about two 
weeks, 

‘The heart muscle was weaker than 
it ought to be in a man of his age, 
but, without previous medical know- 
ledge of Mr. Porter, Dr, Anderson 
said he found it dificult to say whe- 
ther or not the condition of his 
heart would render him lable to 
fainting fits or loss of consciousness, 

He was unable to say whether or 
not death had been due to drowning 
or other causes. ‘There were no 
signs of death due to asphyxia and, 
except in certain special types, it 
was. generally impossible to "say 
definitely that death had been caused 
by heart failure, as the latter usually 
Implied just a cessation of life, Had 
Mr. Porier had a heart attack and 





{allen into the river, there would 
have been no signs of drowning. 

Inspector J. Kirichok, of | the 
Customs River Police, ‘said that} 
during his sixteen years of service| 
hhe had made a special study of the 
Whangpoo River. In view of the 
fact that Mr. Porter's body | was 
found off the No. 3 pontoon of the 
APC. Lowen Wharf, Pootung, he 
[was of the opinion the deceased had 
entered the river somewhere between 
the Soochow Creek and Lay Road;

‘He explained that the set of the 
tide" would’ tend to make bodies 
entering the river there move across 
to the Pootung side of the river. If 
‘the body, however, -had gone into 
the river the other side of Lay Road, 
Jon’ the Shanghai side, the shallow 
water and many small craft anchored 
there would have prevented the 
body from being found where it 
‘was. 

‘Alter Mr. Porter's room-boy had 
identified his master's silver watch 
Jand wallet, Mr, Badeley asked the 
Coroner if he would ask the boy 
whether Mr. Porter generally carried 
much money about with him, since 
no money was discovered on the 
body when it was found. ‘The boy 
sald that Mr, Porter seldom carried 
more than a few dollars on him. 

"As the Coroner himself pointed out, 
however, producing 35 cents from his 





pocket, "this was’ not unusual in 
Shanghal. Mr. Badeley, producing.

‘The two accused were said| 
to have approsched the ‘broker to 
have a dratt and a deposit transter-_| 
red to his account in order to avoid 
the payment of taxes. The money 
was paid to the two accused, it was; 
said, to have the Bureau. of Public 
Safety to witness Pirogofl’s (said to be 
Tonin’s assumed name) signature re- 
quired on the request to the bank 
for the transfer of the money. 

Tonin’s Defence

Labour Opposition 


Leader Alleges “Reckless 


Finance”; Chancellor of Exchequer Explains 


London, Apr. 26. 


HE Budget presented in the House of Commons this afternoon 

by Sir John Simon, Chancellor of the Exchequer, was strongly 
denounced in the ensuing debate by Mr. C. R, Attlee, leader of 
the Labour Opposition, who said there was no atlempt to’ have 
a balanced budget, and the country was now in for a series of 


unbalanced budgets. 


‘The Budget, he declared, was “a mark of the reckless finance 


and the reckless policy of the 


National Government.” It was 


fundamentally just what one would expect from six and a half 
years of a foreign policy which had been “both wicked and foolish.” 

Sir Archibald Sinclair, the Liberal leader, expressed gratifica- 
‘tion that some effective steps had been taken to deal with the 


problem of food storage. ‘The Buc 


\dget resolutions were subsequently 


‘agreed, and the debate adjourned until tomorrow. 
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‘The Chancellor of the Exchequer’ 
prefaced his proposals to increase 
taxation by putting before the House 
arguments for and against Alling, by 
borrowing, the gap of £30,000,000| 
which remained between revenue 
and expenditure after he had estim: 
ed the yleld in the coming year of 
existing taxes at £914,400,000. 

‘The prospective defielt, he pointed|

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GERMAN BIRD LORE 


Having read Country Diaris’s request for 
the definition of a popinjay, an. English lady 
residing in Germany wrote the appended 
‘notes on German bird tore and sent them 10 
Shanghai: it turns out that the lady was refer- 
ring to the blue Budgerigar, which the Germans 
call Wellen-Sittich, a. clever talking. bird. 
Country Diarist would like German readers 10 
ive him the exact meaning of Wellen-Sittich, 


‘My brother says you would like to know 
what the blue bird I found in my garden, 
and called a popinjay, is, The Germans call 
this bird a Wellen-Sittich—Sittich is one of 
their names for a parrot (papaget in German) 
and Wellen because its feathers make a 
wavy pattern—they are blue (two shades), 
green, yellow and nearly white. The breast 
is the main colour and the back of the head 
‘and wings have grayish feathers that make 
a wavy pattern; lower on the back the main’ 
colour prevails again, so that the grey wavy. 
part looks like a little coat, ‘The tail is tong. 
and of the main colour. ‘The beak is like all 
parrots’, and under the beak, on each side, 
are a cluster of feathers ornamented with a. 
row of little spots—these clusters the bird 
can separate so that they look as if it had 
Lord Dundreary whiskers. 














‘These birds are very ‘fashionable here; 
people let them fly about in the room, with 
the consequence that many escapé out of the| 
‘open window. Both mine have come to me 
in this way. The blue one I named Topsy. 
‘The green one spoke of himself as “Peter” 
when he came, and has kept his name. 

‘The Germans seem to me to be badly off 
for anignals’ names. Most dogs used to be|

‘They are very tame birds and very droll, 
‘One that can speak costs about 25 marks, 


We have lots of birds in our garden. 1 
have a bird table and it is visited by black- 
birds, titmice, Kohltits and marshtits, chaf- 
finches, numbers of greenfinches, heaps of| 
sparrows, sometimes a pair of bullfinches and 
© pair of hawfinches, also a few starlings. 
‘The blackbirds have divided up our garden— 
one pair is allowed to nest in the front 

urden, one pair between the house and the 
jawn, one pair by the lawn, and one pair in| 
the lower vegetable part of the garden. ‘They 
never allow another pair to settle in any 
part, Every winter I have one fobin, and he 
never lets another robin come. In the lower 
garden a pair of flycatchers nest, also wrens. 
‘There are lots of redstarts, and ‘they always 
go for my raspberries. 














About two years ago I had my usual 
robin as guest, I put a little jar of meal 
‘worms for him in the feeding-house—but, 
alas, it was full of sparrows and he dared 
not ‘go in—he sat in the peach tree, looking] 
very T wanted to help him, but how| 
could T ‘do it, I knew if I opened the 
window all the sparrows would fly away at 
‘once, but probably the robin too. “I thought, 
“Yi try!” “I opened the window—the spar- 
rows went, but robin sat still, and then in| 
‘a minute or two was in the house enjoying} 
the worms. Two or three days I helped 
him, and then there was no more need—he| 
was’ cock of the walk. He would sit in the 
middle of the entrance to the feeding-house, 
‘and not a sparrow dared come in. Some- 
times a flock of sparrows would be feeding 
fon the ground under the little house, and 
down robin would swoop and send the 
‘whole lot off, Several times T heard a lot 
of squeaking, and wn looking robin would) 
bbe seen holding on to the head of a sparrow, 
‘who only managed to free itself by sacrificing 
a tuft of feathers. If I went into the garden, 
robin would suddenly appear to expect meal, 
worms, 








‘This year I had a robin who would fly 
up against the window till I opened it, and. 
then he would come in and sit on the 
windowsill while T fed him with meal worms: 
—one wondered how he could get the big] 
fat ones in his little crop—and he would eat! 
six or seven, one after the other. The robins| 
never seem ‘to nest in our garden; in April 
they go. 

‘The greenfinches like sunflower seeds, and 
g0 do sparrows. When a greenfineh has a 
seed in his beak and is opening it, a sparrow 
suddenly appears, and just as the seed is 
opened he flies against the greenfinch, who 
from shock lets the kernel fall. ‘The sparrow 
picks it up and flies off with it. Now 1 see 
‘that the finch, when he has a seed, chooses 
a place where the sparrow cannot sit next 
to him, The peach tree has a big branch| 
that broke and had to be tied up; this makes 

















4a Tittle triangle and there the finch sits and 
lets the bits of kernel fall on the string and 
eats them at his leisure. In the summer 
the finches come with their babies—four or 
five of these dainty little speckled-breasted 
things will all sit by a feeding place with 
rape seed. There is really only room for 
two, but they all sit there, tumbling good- 
naturedly one over the other. The grown- 
ups feed one at a time only. 


I generally have a tame blackbird or two 
in the garden and when 1 go in the garden 
they come flying and hopping along close up 
to me and wait for me to throw meal worms 
to them. One Sunday morning,-this winter, 
I was rather late getting up and I’ saw a 
ttle bird sitting on the balcony post, singing 
a little song. I called my husband 'to look, 
and he said, “Why, it's our little robin!” So 
he had ta go downstairs, fetch up some meal 
worms, and feed the little thing. Evidently 
he had waited to be fed, and as no one came 
downstairs he thought he had better come 
up and find us, 


In our bedroom we have a swallow's nest. 
‘Two years now they have nested there and 
brought up their young ones. The nest is 
in the inverted saucer-like thing that hides 
where the electric wires are in the ceiling. 
Fortunately for us our lamp is like a basin 
held up by three cords—a piece of paper 
put into it and a piece tied on round the 
bulb, and there is mo mess in our room. 
When we go to bed we put on a bedside 
lamp. One bird is always in the nest at 
night. Our dog sleeps in the room, but it 
does not disturb them at all. Early in the 
morning, very early in fact, the second bird 
comes and tries to wake the one in the nest. 
‘Then he perches on the open balcony door 
and sings to his wife. We kind of hear it 
in our sleep. One morning a third swallow 
‘came in the room—there was a tremendous 
flying about until the intruder was turned 
out. 











I also have a tame thrush in a cage; he is 
now seven or eight years old, Our neigh- 
bours shot at birds in their garden all one 
lovely June day—our dog was frightened, so 
‘were the people's own cocks and hens—1 
dared not go into our garden in case a shot 
went astray. In the evening, when it was 
over, we found a thrush, dead, shot through 
the shoulder under a tree in our garden, and 
three little ones only just out of the nest, 
hopping about calling her. Evidently she 
was frightened by the shooting and got the 
little ones out of the nest, and as they flew 
to our garden she was shot. I brought two| 
of them into the house, the third got into the 
neighbour's garden. I read in my birdbook 
that the parents feed the little ones on earth- 
‘worms which they divide up with their beaks. 
So I started dividing (cutting) up earthworms | 
into little bits, which I put right into the| 
little wide-opened throats with tweezers. It! 
‘went all right, and whenever I came into. 
the room I was greeted with cries and wide: 
‘open beaks. 








‘Then one day they got out of the cage— 


one fell down on the floor and evidently hurt 
itself, for it died the next day. The other 


{sat on the windowsill, and it is the one I 


stil have. ‘Then came nearly three weeks| 
without rain, and 1 dug and dug in the 
garden and could find no worms, perhaps one 
or two. A gardener to whom I told my 
trouble said, "I've got lots, T am turning over 
my dungheap, on my way home I pass your 
house I'll bring you some.” Later I was in 
the garden and the maid came out to me 
with a flowerpot of worms—"Had Frau Moller 
ordered earthworms?” I looked at her and 
said, “Yes.” Whether she thought we were 
going to have fried worms for dinner I don't| 
Imow; she was stupid enough! My idea was| 
to feed the bird until he would pick up food 
for himself, and then let him loose in the 
garden; but a friend, a great lover ‘of birds, 
told me if I did he would die, as he had not| 
been taught by his parents how to find 
‘worms and snails, so I kept him, and he is| 
a great pet. He sings beautifully. 


Of course I made a protest to the neigh- 
ours for shooting the birds, and the 
‘manservant said he thought it was a sparrow, | 
but I said 10 one could mistake this bird for’ 
a sparrow, and I said, “You might have shot| 
mo, the wall is so high you could not see 
me. Anyway, am a member of the SP.C.A. 
so I'm bound to protest when you shoot 
songbirds in the breeding season.” They 
never did it again, and since then I've heard 
it is forbidden to shoot songbirds in the 
breeding time, also it is not allowed to shoot 
in private gardens. 

Birds have a better time here than in 
England. There is no bird-nesting here. On 
the way to the railway station T have seen. 
three or four blackbirds’ nests quite low 
and no one touches them. At one station 
there was a tame chaffinch who flew in and 
‘out of the stationmaster’s little room and| 
waited for crumbs; the people on the plat- 
form never seemed to trouble it. 

‘You will be sorry you ever asked me what 
a popinjay is, but once anyone gets me on| 
to the topic of birds I don't know where to] 
stop.

And of oll ‘the 
flowers around me 1 found the tall Buttereups 
to be the most attractive; so I took out my 
knife and cut a great armful which has since 
provided a most attractive table decoration. I

ference to see just how they got thelr name ... 
and I am siill left in’ a sea of dou! 
‘Mr. Porterfield tells me that the small Butter- 
cup of our lawns is Ranunculus ternatus (and: 
T have previously remarked that the Rona part 
of it refers to the frog) while the tall one is 
Ranunculus acris ... or possibly R. Japonicus, 
according to the shape of leaves and petals. But
